the skull of Lieutenant Suitor.. Lieu- 
tenant Adams had' given a dramatic 
Hustration of the position of Lieuten- 
ant Suuon when the fatal shot was 
fired. The doctor was equally dra- 
matic as he stretched himself upon. 
the table and showed, by pantomime, 
low, 
in his opinion as an expert, it 


was quite impossible that Lieutenant 
Button could have fired into his own 
lead the shot that put an end to his 
ife. 


Couldn't Pull Trigger. 


One of the points which the wit- 


ness dwelt upon with considerable 
stress was the impossibility of Lieu- 
tenant Suttou being able under the

proposition, unless coupled with intelli- 
gent industry in agriculture. 


I may mention here what has frequent- 
ly occurred to me as a source of advan- 
tage, both to the states and the federal 
government, and that is the securing- 
from the various states of 
uniform 
legislation in the matter of appropriation 
of the water and its beneficial use. and 
also legislation looking to the control 
and conservation of all available water- 
power. 


This congress could accomplish no 


greater work beyond the stimulation of 
Interest In the development of irrigation 
than to secure uniform water regulations 
in the states and also uniform legislation 
affecting- interstate waters 


Secretary Answers Question. 


Mr. Ballinger, after his address, 


would not be disturbed by questions. 
There is a little note on the publlsb- 
ed program inviting the delegafps to 
ask questions and enter a discussion 
with the speakers. Mr Ballinger was 
not aware of this. 


Judge John Fairweather of Califor- 


nia asked a question. The secretary 
answered it and then left the plat- 
form. The next speaker was A. C. 
Campbell, who discussed local as- 
pects of the property rights in irri- 
gation. 


Former Governor Pardee then took 


the platform to deliver the address 
under the subject assigned to him. 
but he bad no use for his manuscript. 
He opened by saying that he was for 
Roosevelt and Roosevelt policies.

things first," said he, "and talked 
about them afterwards. And that's 
the kind of men we would like to see 
in public office now." 


Dr. Pardee told of the activities of

try many tracts of land under the be- 
lief that these lands should be held 
for the people. Now, b'e said. Secre- 
tary Ballinger has again put up for 
entry these lands, and each tract has 
in «ts boundaries a water power site.

Seven Thousand Heroes cf Civil 
War March Through Streets of 
Mormon Capital—Illinois Furnishes 
Largest and Arkansas 
Smallest 


Delegation — War Prisoners With 
Banners Recall Pictures of Strife. 


Salt Lake City, Aug. 
12.—The 


ranks of the veterans wfeo took part 
in the parade of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, the feature of the forty- 
third encampment, were thinned out 
by the intense heat which prevailed. 
So oppressive were the sun's rays! 
that the living flag of schoolchildren 
was abandoned. 


At least lOo children and 20 old 


soldiers w^re taken from the street. 
Many of the victims, young and old. 
recovered as soon as they were 
placed in the shade. Tkose treated 
at the emergency stations numbered 
45, 13 cf them Grand Army men and 
30 children. There were no fatali- 
ties. Three relief stations, attended 
by trained 
nurses, insured 
prompt 


and capable aid for all sufferers. The 
hours of the parade were the hottest 
of the day. 
When the eoluran goc 


under way the weather bureau ther- 
mometer registered 85 degrees. 


Parade a Great Success. 


Notwithstanding the discomfort the 


parade was a great success. The old 
soldiers, walking fonr abreast, had 
the complete right of way.

100,000 persons saw, or tried to see, 
the spectacfe. 


The Nebraska delegation carried 


ears of yellow corn. The Minnesc- 
tans vrere bearers of sheafs of wheat, 
and the Green Mountain boys of Ver- 
mont wore sprigs of pine in their hat 
bands. 


Arkansas had the distinction of 


sending the smallest division; there 
were but four wearers of her badge. 
IHinois made the largest numerical 
showing.
